Kansas C ity in 1S97 with a full set 
of burglar tools in his possession. 
A t one time he was associated wdth 
John xvlirie, who was released from 
the state penitentiary at Jefferson 
C it y a month ago where he was 
serving a sentence for swindling a 
Kansas City firm out of $6,500 in 
a land deal. 
On ly last Friday Bonner nego­ 
tiated a forged mortgage at Green­ 
field, la., for $2,oco. 
For some 
reason the bank that lent Iiim the 
money became suspicious and Bon­ 
ner was arrested at Stuart, a short 
distance from Greenfield, yester­ 
day 
morning. 
A search 
of the 
rogues’ gallery identified the man 
arrested as the noted land swindler 
for 
whom 
detectives 
had 
been 
searching for twm years. 
T he first 
of 
Bonner’s 
offenses 
was the securing of | i ,500 from the 
Iowa State Savings bank at Fair­ 
field, la., on a 
bogus 
mortgage. 
The 
bank 
was a member of the 
American Bankers’ Protective as­ 
sociation, and upon the discovery 
of the fraud called in the Pinker­ 
tons to find the bold forger. 
Bon­ 
ner did not allow the grass to grow 
under his feet. 
T w o months later 
he was at Butler, Mo., and ob­ 
tained jjboo 
by 
a fraudulent loan 
for $Soo. 
The 
next 
transaction 
was at 
Palmyra, Mo., where 
he 
secured $1,500. 
Success made Bonner bold and 
he invaded 
Kansas 
City. 
J. B. 
Lombard was induced to loan him 
$2,000 on choice farm security. 
It 
was not until after Bonner had es­ 
caped that it was discovered 
the 
money had been lent on a forged 
mortgage. 
Bonner then returned 
to Iowa,where he mulcted an Iowa 
banker out 
of 
$2,100. 
Then he 
went to Falls City, Xeb., where he 
closed a deal by which he netted 
$1,500 on a forged deed and mbrt- 
gage. 
Bonner is described as a man 
about 45 years old, with dark gray 
hair and mustache.

farmer.
